not the intent of the court. It is’ 


required to determine the mean- 
ing of a delicate constitutional

happy not to have this duty. He 
who accuses the court of ‘‘seek- 
ing to force’’ something is dam- 
aging the greatest bulwark of our 
way of life.

Lifting of the debt limit of 15 mills 
for school purposes only will enable coun- 
ties really interested in their children to 
de a good job for them. (Though to be 
sure, if we commit the great folly of sell- 
ing our school buildings and abandoning 
public education this new provision will be 
meaningless.) The constitutional amend- 
ment. previding for home rule and the 
fixing of the primary for September are 
sensible provisions. The proposal to meet 
80 days in every.two, years, instead of 70 
merely gives the assembly 10 more days. 
The feminine jury bill will be popular. 

These, and other measures, are excel- 
lent and progressive.. 

Failure to correct the loan shark evil 
because, as some said, relatively few of 
the small loan people are guilty, is repre- 
hensible and wrong.

Atlanta—One fine highway safe- 
ty measure would be to equip each 
motor vehicle with an automatic 
speed recorder iw a crash-proof, 
meddie-proof case. Such recorders 
record all speeds at which the ve-

The graph shows that speed, and 


the instrument is not corruptible. 


In a traffic collision the speed 
of each vehicle involved is shown 
at instant of crash and prior to 1t— 
unquestionable evidence.

Persimmons 


The subject around Thanksgiving 
was the persimmon, that plumlike 
fruit of an ebony family tree, the 


simmon to be used for medicinal 
purposes. 

But the ’simmon is also a delec- 
table food. Presently, persimmon 
pulp is one of the innumerable 
items that is being frozen so that 
persimmon pudding need never be 
out of season. 


Incidentally, here's that pudding 
recipe I pledged to make available 
on request, enough of the latter 
having arisen to warrant listing the 
ingredients, principal of which is 
persimrhons: 3 pints persimmon 
pulp, 2 cups sugar, % cup melted 
butter, 4 eggs, 1 cup sour milk, 
1 teaspoon soda, 2% cups flour. 
Run pulp through colander, add 
sugar, melted butter, eggs, sour 
milk with soda dissolved in it, and 
flour. Bake in moderate oven. 
Make syrup with sugar, water and 
butter and let syrup cook into 
pudding for a few minutes. 

This is very fine. At least that’s 
what the book says.

Get I ke’s Inference 


WASHINGTON—World peace is nearer as a 
consequence of President Eisenhower's speech 
before the United Nations assembly—and, the 
best confirmation comes from Moscow itself. 


Moscow's comments indicate that they got the point—that, 


there is an aggression, the retaliation with atomic bombs will be 
made with all the quantitative force of atomic weapons the United 


States can instantly mobilize. 


The Moscow radio made this 
significant comment initially: 

‘‘Eisenhower threatened atomie 
war and made a eulogy of this 
policy of force.”’ . 

The Soviet commentator stated 
a half truth—for Mr. Eisenhower 
did threaten an atomic war of 
retaliation, but only as against a 
“surprise aggression.’’ It is im- 
portant to note what passage at- 
tracted the attention of the Soviet 
government, It was this para- 
graph in the President’s address: 

“Should such gn atomic attack 
be launched against the - United 
ery our reactions would be 
swift and resolute. But for me 
to say that the defense capabili- 
ties of the United States are such 
that ‘they could inflict terrible 
losses upon an aggressor—for me 
to say that the retaliation capa- 
bilities. of the .United States are 
so great that such an aggressor’s 
land would be laid waste—all 
this, while, fact, is not the true 


reflection, will unquestionably 
perceive that it cannot eonvert 
Mr: Eisenhower's words inte a 
threat of an attack when they 
really wére uttered as a threat of 


retaliation only in the event of 
attack by an aggressor. 

No, matter how much Moscow 
may quibble and argue, the So- 
viet government will be com- 
pelled in thé céurt of publie 
opinion to make at least a ges- 
ture by giving consideration te 
the Eisenhower plan.

The 94th Annual Meeting of the

Fred J. Turner, president of 
Southern Bell Telephone and Tel- 
egraph Co., was installed as pres- 
ident for next year.

Retiring President Robert R. 
Snodgrass, in a unique color 
movie presentation, reviewed the 
group’s 1953 activities. One of

activities, industrial expansion of 
Atlanta, was emphasized. 

Snodgrass said that in 1953, 78 
new manufacturing plants were 
installed, 130 other new concerns 
opened warehouses and offices 
and 125 representatives have es- 
tablished offices here which will 
eventually expand into substan- 
tial operations. 

“This represents a new annual 
payroll of $8,500,000 for 2,775 em- 
ployes,’’ he added. 

He also pointed out the cham- 
ber’s industrial committe worked 
with over 500 prospects last 
year, promising a rosy industrial 
picture for Atlanta’s§ future. 

Snodgrass also underlined the 
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|chamber's efforts towards Chat- 
tahoochee barge navigation to At- 
lanta, and said ‘‘don’t be surpris- 
ed to see barges on the.river in 
a few years.” 


Challenges for the coming year 
were presented by recognized 
leaders in various areas of the 
Metropolitan Atlanta economy. 
Mayor Hartsfield said Atlanta 
citizens and business leaders 
“must help municipalities un-| 
tangle and modernize archaic 
state laws based upon rural con- 
ditions, which hamper the growth 
and operation of our cities.” 
Richard H. Rich pointed up the 
city’s problem of moving people 
and goods. Atlanta’s progress 
during the past eight years has 
been good, he said, but after 
many millions of dollars, both 
private and public, we may be 
further from a movement of peo- 
ple and goods today than we 
were in 1945.

Women Juror. Bill - 
| Gets Homemaker Okay

Tain't so that women change their minds—they stick to 
their cenvictions as strongly as men, say prospective women 
jurors. Five women, homemakers and PTA leaders, 
this view yesterday when polled about the Woman Juror bill 
which recently got a Senate okay. 

“It’s a wonderful a but a woman’s first aus lies at 
home,” pointed out Mrs. W. N. Thurman of 525 Brentwood Dr., 
NE. This homemaker and nee Sn of two thinks her sex’s chief 
responsibility is in keeping people from appearing before juries 
in the first place. Women should steer young minds on the 
right track during formative years, she says. 

Mrs. Tharman believes the woman juror bill will open gates 
to civic service chiefly for older women whose families are 
grown. She adds that ‘“‘women have an instinct about right. I 
certainly wouldn't question a woman’s quality of judgment against 
@ man’s.”’ 

Women would be every bit as fair in judging their errant 
sisters as men, thinks Mrs. William Bursch of 104 Warner St. 
Nor does she think feminine emotions would rule their de- 
cisions. 

Mrs. M. E. Glover of 235 Fairburn Rd., SW, goes along with 
Mrs. Bursch in thinking women heed their hunches no oftener 
than men, hence would be as qualified for jury duty. ‘‘And once 
they have made a décision women stick to it,’’ she believes. 

“Women do everything men do, why shouldn't they serve 
on juries?’’ asks Mrs. W. E. Abraham of 2632 Sewell Rd.. SW. 
‘We have proved we're just as capable as men in every phase 
of business and industry. 

“And all this talk about women being emotional is just that, 
so much talk. If a woman were called up to serve, certainly 
she'd drop everything and do it. That's what the law is for,” 
says Mrs. Abraham. 3 

Mrs. W. C. Lovejoy of 207 Glenn Circle, NE, admits it’s un- 
likely she'll serve on a jury any time soon since she’s the mother 
of year-old twins. ‘‘But it’s a fine thing for women who don't 
have little children,’’ she adds. 

However, she takes a dim view of many women responding 
to the call. ‘“‘You can be excused for any number of reasons 
and I think the majority of women will have to back out, be- 
cause they're tied down at home.’’ 

‘‘Personally, I wouldn't feel qualified to serve on a jury without 
getting some instruction in court procedure,’ brought out Mrs. 
Paul N. Galloway of 190 Stewart Dr., NW. *‘And that means from 
some one besides my husband.’’ 

She thinks the juror bill is good for women who are sincerely 
interested in law enforcement, but is glad that they can seek 
exemption if they so desire. “I certainly believe women would 
be fair, though, and I don’t think they would deal harshly with 
other women any more than men,”’ Mrs. Galloway says. 

The women juror bill, spearheaded by Senator Iris Blitch 
of Homerville, awaits Governor Herman Talmadge’s signature 
to go into effect.

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Atlanta’s first teacher was Miss Martha Reed. In a rundown 
shanty near the Georgia railroad she attempted to give some de- 
gree of education to the town’s youngsters. The effort was futile 
and lasted about a year.
